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revises

Principle H. Rocke Robertson said yesterday after- 
noon that the original charge of "obscene libel" against 
Allnutt, Fekete and Fournier had been changed. 

At an Informal press conference following his Impromptu 
address to students seated In the lobby of the Administration 
Building, he explained that "obscene libel" was a huge argu- 
ment in itself as Is the definition of obscenity and that there- 
fore, It could not be considered as a legal charge. 

The Principal Indicated he was aware of the wide circula- 
tion of the original Realist article in the Montreal area. 

Asked what he, felt was the role of the Students' Society 
he repliediUMit^yhà^ function, affecting a student's

"In my Judgment," he said, "this is a serious enough 
situation to bring about a consideration of the students' posi-

Commenting on today's scheduled Senate . meeting, Dr. 
Robertson believed the issue would not be brought before

acquittal to expulsion, he added. As to the prcsSntj^HKUs of 
the three students, he replied that all. were in good standing 
pending possible Senate action. 

When questioned as to the intention of several hundred 
students to remain In the lobby of the Administration Build- 
. ing, Dr. Robertson stated that he would not have them ejected; 
nor did he wish to stifle the students' , right io demonstrate.: > 



Protest to continue

Stan Gray, Chairman of Stu-' 
dents for a Democratic Univer- 
sity, sponsors of the action, said 
he expected delegations from 
Sir George, I'U. de M. and UGEQ 
to Join in the protest today. 

Committee does not meet 

Earlier yesterday about 750 
demonstrated outside the build- 
ing while Peter Allnutt, Pierre 
Fournier and John Fekete .were 
scheduled to appear before the 
Senate Committee on Student 
Discipline Inside. The Commit- 
tee, however, did not sit

~' monstrators chanted and burned 
Dailies, while the other students 
heard various speakers. 

Shortly after 3 pm, Stan Gray, 
Chairman of Students for a De- 
mocratic University, sponsors of 
the demonstration, told the crowd 
that the charges had been 
changed. 

About 4:30, three to four 
hundred demonstrators and 
about fifty counter-demonstrators 
moved inside the building. The 
demonstrators asked to speak 
with the Principal and demand- 
ed that he drop the charges.

He felt that by staging a 
sicep-in, the demonstrators were 
In fact "forcing the Administra- 
tion to harden its position". Be- 



John Shingler and Chris Heppncr, faculty 
members in the departments of Political Science 
and English respectively, and Pierre LeFrancois, 
president of UGEQ, spoke at the meeting which 
preceded the demonstration and sIcep-in held* 
at the administration building. 

"We are facing the first heresy trial of 
1067", Shingler said. "If the students are punish- 
ed, it will be something McGill will long regret." 
"Students should have the same rights of expres- 
sion as faculty members, inside the classroom or 
out." He said he plans to Include the "Boll Wee- 
vils" article in his course as an example of 
political satire. :]i<i,r;.^^i' : 

"Although the content of the article may very 
well be irrelevant," Shingler continued, "the fact 
that people believed it is a reflection of the 
moral and political corruption of our time." 

Our action on this matter, LeFrancois said, 
depends on our concept of the states of the stu- 
dent, if the student is merely a young adolescent 
studying for a^çare«r^or:;anvindivid^^ can, 
while studying,^' proWce^M^sovIety. 



He stressed the importance of the matter to 
all Quebec students. "If this Is lost to McGiil, 
future cases are in Jeopardy." , 

LeFrancois said it was not the article which 
caused the furor, but certain radio commentators 
and the Administration increased the excitement 
by declaring publicly that it would try the 
Students involved. He regretted that the univer- 
sity bowed to outside pressures. 

Hcppner said he agreed with the two basic 
points made by the previous speakers, that the 
article could be defended as what it was, effective 
political satire, and as something bigger. 

He felt that a basic change in the Students' 
Society constitution is needed. "As long as your 
constitution lets the administration interfere, you 
invite this." 

"I don't know what's going on behind the 
scenes and neither do you," he said. "You have to 
do something to protest... but you must do 
things among yourselves before you step forward 
with proposals to the admlnistVation." 



llcving that the'slecp-in was ac- 
complishing nothing, he asked 
everyone "to leave this building." 
But he said that the decision 
was one the demonstrators had 
to make. 

Students participating in the 
protest made no move to evacu- 
ate. 

ASUS deplores 
Council's inaction 

The ASUS Executive last 
night passed a motion con- 
demning Students' Council for 
inaction on the question of the 
three students' appeorance be- 
fore the Senate Committee on 
Student Discipline. 

The motion, moved by Secret- 
ary Paul Wong and seconded by 
Council Representative Peter 
Foster, read "Be it resolved that 
the ASUS of McGlll University 
deplores the fact that the Stu- 
dents' Council neglected its duty 
to act in this matter at the first 
opportunity provided it. Admin- 
istration has acted in such a way 
as to pre-empt the right of the 
Students' Society through the 
Students' Council to bring forth 
these members of the Students' 
Society on a question of alleged 
contraventions of a University 
regulation." 

The motion was made In view 
of the fact that the three stu- 
dents Involved arc members of 
the ASUS and "It is one of the 
constitutionally defined duties of 
the Society to promote the jed^ 
ucatlonal Interests of Its mcm^ 
bers.*' 

The ASUS policy statement 
had previously said the Society 
has "the responsibility of assert- 
ing a Society 'role of active In- 
volvement in student affairs.

His departure contrasted with 
the good-nattiredfapplausc he re- 
ceived when he appeared In the 
lobby of the building to speak In 
answer to requests by demonstra- 
tion leaders.

The reprinted article, written 
by Realist editor Paul Krassner, 
was enUtled "The Parte Left Out 
of the Kennedy Book" and was 
presented as bluc-pcncUled por- 
tlpns of William Manchester's 
Death of a President. 

Conscience dictates 
The Principal said he was 
"forced by his own conscience" 



to raise the Issue of the article's 
publication In the Daily before 
the senate committee, "the only 
body competent to Judge a mat- 
ter of thte sort." 

"These chargés should be main- 
tained and examined by this 
group. Whatever the decision of 
this body Is I will accept It." 

Stan Gi-ay. SDU chairman and 
lone.of four studente and faculty 
'members who had earlier met 
with Dr. Robertson to ask that 
the charges be dropped, replied 
that the principal's personal feel- 
ings about the article were "not 
important". 

He said the.chargesishould be 
brought beforc^^'l^^mmlttee of 
members of the student body and 
faculty, and not the administra- 
tion. 

Steve Wohl, another leader of 
the demonstration, said "the uni- 
versity will not be poorer If 



heads do not roll In this matter" 
and that if the administration 
pressed charges it would appear 
a concession to public opinion. 

This would Jeopardize the ad- 
ministration's ability "to call 
yourselves senior members of a 
free university community.*,' 

He urged the administration 
not to heed local radio comment- 
ators who have made recent 
statements critical of the Daily. 

. Not external pressure 

Dr. Robcrteon replied that the 
decision to lay charges was made 
"wllhin an hour or two" after 
the Friday edition of the Daily 
appeared and not as a response 
to adverse public opinion. 
' "I can't help it if people be- 
lieve this was done In response to 
public opinion." 

The principal, who spoke 
through a portable loudspeaker, 
was frequently shouted down and 
heckled during his talk to the 
demonstrators, as were a num- 
ber of students In the gathering 



who tried to express dissenting 
points of view. 

After Dr. Robertson left, de- 
monstration leader John Smith 
called on the crowd to decide 
what to do. He was answered by 
shouts of "stay" from his 
audience. 

"Dr. Robertson has presented 
us with a picturo^of,aivab8olutely 
unyielding admihistratïoni''" he ' 
said. "This is not true." 

Before the demonstrators were 
admitted to the building by 
Professor John Stanley, the uni- 
versity's chief security officer, 
they had stood outelde for near- 
ly two hours. 

They had listened to speakers 
shouting through the portable 
loudspeaker from alop a nearby 
mailbox and engaged in periodic 
attempts to force their way Into 
the building. 

Some members of the crowd 
drew out their 1060-07 student 
Identity cards and set fire to 
them. A group of hecklers re- 
sponded by burning copies of the 



Dally and an SDU publication. 

At various times during the 
demonstration, sniall groups of 
students managed to force their 
way Into the Administration 
Building until there were about 
30 Inside the lobby. 

They were later Joined by 
scores of others when the' doors 
were opened. 

The sleep-In 

A steering committee of six 
people, John Smith, Stan Gray, 
David Tlcoll, Barry Krego, Mar- 
tine Eloy. and Stephen Feigle- 
man was^appolnted at midnight 
to coordinate plans and act as 
spokesman for the protesters. In 
addition, floor committees to 
manage each of the floors in the 
building where students sat, 
were set up. 

All through the evening, the 
curious and the hostile dropped 
In for a look. Smith said that 
many heated, arguments arose 
but there was never any attempt 
at violence.

It is a crisis in wiiicli tticrc 
is fault on all sides. 

The Daily, first of all, made 
a serious error in printing tlic 
article, as its own management 
has admitted. 

The Administration com- 
pounded the error by moving 
too quickly into the situation 
without' giving student govern- 
ment a chance to act. 

The charges raised by the 
administration add further to 
the confusion. "Libel" and 
"obscenity" can be determined 
only by a regular court of law. 
"Conduct incompatible with 
status as a student", on the 
hand, is too vague a char- 
gé and it has never clearly been 
defined Just what conduct is or 
is not compatible with one's 
status as a McGill student. 

The SDU has moved into this 
troubled situation by defending 
a right cause for the wrong 
reasons. It has to a large extent 
based its protest on the right 
of 4hc Daily to print literature 
which, if not libelous or ob- 
scene. Is at the very least of> 
fensive in the extreme. 

What's more, the SDU's ef- 
forts appear to be aimed less 
at really helping the implicate 
ed students than at fighting for 



a cause while callously making 
martyrs of the three people in- 
volved. 

The Students' Council, mean- 
while, was paralyzed into im- 
potence by fear that any action 
it took might prejudice the 
position of the three students ' 
before the Senate Committee on 
Student Discipline. 

Thus the hasty Administra- 
tion action did much to tic the 
Council's hands. 

Neither the SDU nor the Ad- 
ministration has acted wisely in 
this matter^|hellong-run effects ' 
will be p'rofoumi.''^^ THc Senior 
Societies and the PGSS arc 
again considering withdrawal 
from the Students' Society — 
. if they did, where would that 
leave the campus ? 

I ask you, is the printing 
of offensive garbage an invio- 
lable right? Is McGill's reputa- 
tion so shaky, on the other 
hand, that an article of this 
sort and possible resultant prcs- 
• sures from the community are 
sufficient to lead to such rash 
action on the part of the admi- 
nistration ? 

When the present crisis is 
over, there will be time to con- 
sider the roots of the problem, 
to examine whether changes are 
needed in the operation of the 
Daily to ensure a higher stand- 
ard of acceptability to the stu- 
dent body. 

For the present, this crisis 
lis beyond every expeotation. 
The' situation is becoming In- 
creasingly complex. 'The'tinlver- 
sity community, other univer- 
sities and society in general are 
looking on now. 



The only way it can be solved 
at this point is by compromise. 
Sometimes it is more coura- 
geous to throw aside a firm 
position and examine a situa- 
tion realistically than it is to 
fight fruitlessly to the bitter 
end. 

As a student , of McGill, I ask 
the parties concerned to recon- 
sider their positions. As a 
member of Council, I ask that 
the initiative be given back 
to us.

The threat to stu- 
dents implied in Dr. Robertson's 
charge was a serious one. When 
SDU, backed by almost 1000 
students, protested this action 
and asked Dr. Robertson to re- 
consider his hasty decision, to 
reconsider the issue and have 
the charges disciissed*'and de- 
cided upon by another proce- 
dure, he categorically refused. 
In the meeting with us. Dr. Ro- 
bertson denied the right of stu- 
dents to have an effective deci- 
sion making role in questions 
of this type. He made it clear 
he wouldn't give an inch. 

The threat was serious. The 
Administration was intransi- 
gent. The hundreds of students 
felt they had to assert their 
collective power in the face of 
the situation. All other chan- 
nels had failed. 

We have since received im- 
mense support from McGill stu- 
dents and faculty. I hope this 
will continue and increase on 
Wednesday.

Ttie first few times number 23 carried the 
football Saturday morning, he was complete- 
ly burled by RMC tacklers. As he opprooched 
the players' bench coaches Dave Copp and 
John Rimble both patted him on the back 
and told him to run and hit with more con- 
fidence. The RMC squad still wishes Ken 
Aikin had never heeded these words. 

The next time the speedy halfback grab- 
bed the pigskin he swept around right end. 
Finding no opening Aikin did the only logic- 
al thing — he plowed over everyone and 
romped fifty-four yards to score the first of 
three touchdowns. 

Late in the third quarter Aikin found him- 
self facing four RMC linemen, but with sheer 
guts and desire Ken plunged across the goal- 
line. 

Great performance 

His scintillating performance came to a 
climax in the final fifteen minutes with a run 
that electrified the copacity crowd at Forbes 
Field. The Indian half raced around the left 
corner linebacker and after stumbling, re- 
gained his balance and cut against the flow 
and down the middle for thirty-three yards 
and another tally. Aiken also combined with 
bockfield mate Julian Marks on a fifty-four 
yard pass and run play off the patenled 
halfback option. 

After Saturday's gome Aikin sot relaxing 
in the corner of the dressing room as he ad- 
dressed the press, "If we would have ployed 
like this two weeks ago, we would have beat- 
en Sherbrooke." 

Ken refused to take all the credit for his 
great feat. "The line played their best game 
all year. They werej realty busting those holes 
open." 

Aikin, a second year honours Biochem. 
student, hails from Deep River, Ontario where 
he led that grid squad to four consecutive 
championships. The 5*11" 168 pound speeds- 
ter can grind out a hundred yards in 10.4. 
seconds. 



Ken really enjoyed playing Indian foot- 
ball because "JV boll is different — you're 
not -under the same pressure to win as In 
senior boll." Aiken has amassed 578 yards 
rushing in five contests for an impressive 8.7 
yards rushing average. 

Ken hopes to lake his record 'and turn 
out for the senior Redmen.

At a time when student dissent and administrative 
whiplash is occupying a major portion of the campus limelight, 
perhaps it isn't a bad idea for the subject of McGill athletics 
and its future in this partially ivy covered institution to be 
brought up. 

It's kind of comforting to know that the braintrusts involv- 
ed with the local sports situation arc getting along better than 
their colleagues involved with the more mundane matters of 
univeniity life. This probably stems from , the fact that sports, 
likc^'e media that reports, it, isTapoîitieal, an oasis in a 
troubled desert of social rumblings. 

Could it be that one of the reasons why athletics receives 
so little public attention is because not enough people know 
what is really happening ? Surely everyone knows about the 
Establishment on Pine Avenue in the Sir Arthur- Currie 
Gymnasium. Or at least those of us who have climbed the hill 
for purposes other than registering or writing exams have 
noticed an Athletic Director and his staff of coaches, secretaries 
and instructors. These people are generally thrown together 
and referred to as the Athletics Department. 

Then of course there is the Students' Athletics Council 
whose function it is to survey the entire realm of male athletics 
at McGill and the Student Intramural and Recreational Council 
which is involved with inter-faculty goings on. 

Finally, the Athletics Board remains — a collection of 
notable gentlemen who in effect, call the shots. -It is the 
Athletics Board which ultimately places its stamp of approval 
on the policies and objectives of the Department and the 
student advisory boards. 

The big Board met a couple of weeks ago, and one of the 
results of the meeting, besides some earthshaking resolutions 
calling for the enlarging of the Ladies Locker Room and the 
procuring of an additional games room, was the formation of a 
committee composed of Vice Principal Winkler. .Harry Grif- 
fiths, the Director of Athletics, who is also Chairman of the 
Board and Peter Martin, the Chairman of the SAC. 

Where we're going 

It is the responsibility of this committee to investigate 
the athletic program, the adequacy of facilities and equipment, 
and to- determine exactly "where McGill is going in athletics 
during the next five years." That's nice. 

The committee is only one Instance of the number of 
co operative projects between the student body and the brass, 
designed to formulate improyçtncnù^'not only on the waning 
intercollegiate level, but also'* fôr^thé" competitive intramural 
and recreational scene. 

Martin, representing the SAC, sees a lot of room for 
improvement of the athletic program. He speaks of attaining 
a balance between the "prestige" sports, like senior hockey 
and football, with the smaller, less "spectator appeal" activi- 
ties. He mentions the need for the improvement of the physical 
facilities of the sports plant, and of., picking the tarnished 
image of McGill athletics out of the dusty doldrums. 

Suggestions have been made before, we'll have to wait and 
see what the Board does with them.
